And ſo tender was the Com- 
mittee of the College ot them, that though it was often and earneſtly 
moved that a Catalogue of the preſent Members ſhould be Printed, yet 
it was conſtantly obſtructed;leaſt by leaving them out, weſhould feem not to 
own them Fellows of the faidCollege : And as ſoon as the then Government 
looked with any favour towards them, a Committee of the College (withs - 
out any application from them,) waited upon the Lord Chancellour to re- 
preſent their Caſe, and to deſire they might be reſtored ; and accordingly 
they were fummon'd,(as the other Fellows,) to the next College Meeting, 
and reftor'd to the ſame Place and Privilege with the reſt of the Body ; 
And an Order was forthwith given that a Catalogue ſhould be Prin- 
ted, in which their Names were inſerted, and they owned therein as 
Fellows of the faid Society.

On which Judgment Mr. Roſe has brought a Writ of Error in Parliament, and has aſſigned 
the general Errors, to which the Preſident and College have pleaded, There is no Error.

This Objection neverhad any Foundation ; for as yn by ſeveral Orders of the Col- 
lege, its Members were always enjoyned to giveadvice to the Poor gratzs, and that not only to 
fuch as could come to them for it ; but every Phyſician in his reſpe&tive Neighbourhood, is obliged 
to viſit the Sick-Poor at their own Lodgings. And when theſe Orders were obſerved not to 
have their full intended effe&, becauſe of the high Pricesthat the Apothecaries commonl! demand- 
ed for the Remedies preſcribed, whereby the Poor were deterr'd trom conſulting the P fician for 
fear of the Charge of the Phylick, the College (after the 4pothecavies refuſal to afford Phyſick to - 
the Poor at 2 more moderate Rate than the Rich paid for it ) by a Joynt Stock erected ſeveral 
Diſpenfaries in the Town, where after the Phyſicians have given their Advicegratzs, the Patients ma 
have the Phyſick preſcribed for a third part (or leſs generally) of what the "Apothecaries uſed to 
exact for it : by which Expedient many Hundreds as well Servants, as other Perſons of mean 
condition, every week receive their Cures at a very {mall Expence, and without one Farthing 
profit to the Phy/iczans; | 


So that if the Apothecaries ſhould now lay any ſtreſs upon this Obje&ion, many thouſand Þ 
Patients who jres95 08 receive charitable Rel £ from the College-Phyſicians nary Fa Dif _—_ 
will more than ſuffice to ſhew the weakneſs of it. And Szale himſAlf in this Caſe of Boſe may 
$rve tor an evident inftance how ill grounded this Obje&ion is. For when Roſe had given him 
Phyſick for 14 Months, to his great expence, and left him worſe than he found him, Sale was Cn-

In ſuch Caſes neceſſity requires, that not only Apothecarizs but any other Perſon ſhould 
do his beſt to relieve his Neighbour in his extremity, and they may do it without incurring the 
Penalty of the Law; but there 1s no Reaſon why the Apothecaries ſhould under that pretence be 
permitted to undertake, at leiſure, all dangerous Diſeaſes, when a Skilful Phyfician may be as 
guuckly had as they, which 1s the Caſe in this City, where an able Phyſician may be as ſoon called 
as an Apothecary. ; 


ObjzE. 3. It feems neceſſary for the publick zood, that the Apothecaries ſhould be permitted to

Arſe In ſmall or commmon Indiſpoſitions, the Patients themſelves are uſually their own Phy- 
ficians, and will of courſe ſend for any Medicine of which there hath been common Experience 
for their Cure ; All which the 4pothecary may lawfully make up and ſell. 


- But for the Apothecary to have leave to judge of beginning Diſeaſes, whether they are ſlight or 
no, and to order Medicines for the ſame, will prove both Dangerous to the Subje&, and often 
more Chargeable too. Dangerous, becauſe the moſt malignant Diſeaſes uſually. begin with ſeemingly 
inconſiderable Symptoms, as perhaps a Cold or {mall Head-ach; ſo that many, even diſcreet Peo- 
ple, are too often catch'd thereby, believing they ayle no great matter, the Malignity many 
times not diſcovering it ſelf in its proper Colours till after ſome Days. Now an y mg nqaRc can- 
not judge of ſuch Diſeaſes, whether they are like to prove Dangerous or not, becauſe he 1s not bred 
to have ſuitable Skill, nor has given proof before Competent Judges that he has ſo; and there« 
fore the management thereof ought not to be left to a Chargeable, becauſe let the Diſ- 
eaſe be never ſo ſlight, the Apothecary will be ſure to preſcribe enough ; and if he ſhould miſtake the 
Diſeaſe, then that Diſtemper which by the difcreet Advice of a Phyſizzan might by one proper 
Medicine have been cut up by the Roots at the beginning, now runs out into great length to the 
extreme hazard and great Charge of the Patient. And this is very often the event of an 4po- 
thecaries being firſt called in ; for their general PraQtice is at firſt daſh to give one of their Cordials, 
wherein there never fails to be good ſtore of Opium, whereby whilſt they pleaſe their Patient and 
his Friends with giving him ſome preſent reft and eaſe, they at the ſame time fix the Diſcaſe, in- 
creaſe the Malignity, and fo far confound the Symptoms, as to make it difficult, even for a well 
Skilled Phyſiczan, to diſtinguiſh truly the Speczes and Genus of the Diſtemper. 


But in Fa& the true Reaſon why the Apothecaries inſiſt upon leave to Practiſe in ſlight Caſes 
1s, That under that pretence they may flide themſelves into Practice in all ; which it permitted, 
would ſoon diſcourage the Faculty of Phyſick throughout this Kingdom, deprive the Gentry 
of one of the Profeſſions by which their Younger Sons might honourably ſubſiſt, and be a great De- 
triment to the Univerſities. | | 


If the-miſthiefs be conſidered that daily hapned before the granting the ſaid Letters Vatents, 
and paſling the A& (as is recited in the Preface thereof) by the too great Liberty of Pratti- 
ſing Phyſick, and the dangers into which the People too often fell, which are thereby prevented, 
by reſtraining unskilful Perſons from intermedling in thoſe things which they do not under- 
{land, tis to be hoped their Lordfhips will be induced to allow theſe Letters Patents, and 
this AQt of Parliament their full Legal effe&, in order to ſuppreſs Quacks and Empiricks, 
for the Security of all the Queens Subje&s in general, but more eſpecially the common People, 
who as they have always been moſt impoſed on by illiterate Pretenders to $kill in Phyſick, fo 
they were principally deligned to be ſecured from ſuch Praftifers by the wiſe Proviſion of that 


Act of Parliament. 


And therefore it is humbly hoped Your Lordſhips will Affirm the Judgment.

frequent: Complaints have been made to the Preſident , and Cenſors' of the 
Colledge, of their Extortions and Unreaſonableneſs in their Bills to the poorer 
People; and whereas the Phyſicians are always ready to give Advice gra- 
zis tozthe Poor in their Several Wards, both-in the City and Suburbs, and 
are obliged fo to do bya ſtanding Order of the Colledee (which was formerly 
by them: preſented to the Lord Mayor, and the Court of Aldermen, to' be. 
publiſht in the. ſeveral Wards) yet the Poor can have no benefit thereby, be- 
cauſe of the exceſſive Rates the Apothecaries demand for the Phyfickz whereas 
would they ſell :their 'Medicines to the Poor either for their intrinſick Value, 
or at moderate Prices, the Phyſicians having obliged themſelves to take care 
o LI08 Poor gratis, this Order might be effeCtual, and' for the Pubiick' 
' The ſecond thing they recommend themſelves for, is their diligent Atten- 
dance upon Sick Perſons of all forts, Day and Night, and we acknowledge 
they are very buſy to make themſelves neceſſary in all Families; but this is 
plainly for their own Profit, to promote their Private PraQtice, which under 
the notion of giving Phyfick ro the Poor, they would ſubtilly introduce and 
eſtabliſh , being in the mean time well paid for the Phyſick they give to 
the meaneft. And for the Rich, they find an opportunity by their pretend- 
ed Care and Sedulity to ingratiate -themſelves with the Patients, whilſt in 
the mean time their true intent is to ſpy what Bottles are empty, to find 
fault with the Fuleps and Cordials, that they are grown ſour and want re- 
newing ; and fo take occaſion by frequent repeating of the Medicines on 
their own Heads, without the Phyſicians knowledge, to increaſe their Bills to 
an incredible Rate, whereby they fill their own Purles, tothe great Oppreſſion 
of the Patient, whom they oftenalſo charge for their officious Viſits, and ſome- 
times demand Fees for their Advice. 

'Tis true, the Apothecaries attendance abroad may in ſome extraordinary 
Caſes be neceſfary, but generally their Duty is at home, where they would 
do the Patient the beſt Service, in pee oc” and carefully making up the 
Phyſician's Preſcriptions, and preventing their frequent and many fatal Miſtakes 
committed by their Ignorant Boys. But as for adminiſtring the Medicines 
preſcribed to the Patient, there is little need of the Apothecaries attendance , 
which may be very well done without, by the Servants and Nurſes, accofdin 
to the plain Directions 'in Exgljſh of the Phyſician. And the' Colledge was fo 
ſenſible of this, and the many Miſtakes made by the Apothecaries in Engliſh- 
ing their Lacin DireQions, that they made a Statute obliging all their Mem- 
bers to write in their Bills to them, only InftruQtions for the compounding 
' the Medicine , but to leave Dire&ions in E»e/iſb at the Patient's Houſe - 
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the uſe. of them. This muſt 'needs have much pleas'd the Aporhecaries if they” 


had found their frequent rdenſom, and had not had ſome far]

ſictans : But is the compounding of: Med*cines of as great Benefit to the Publick, | 


as the invent ing Hen ? Ts any of 6ur Apotheceries of as great uſe ta the World, 
as Harvey, Wills, Bate3, nay, old Galen and Hippocrates ro0.: They call their 
Trade a Profeſſion, and themſelves Profeſſors; as well may Cooks and Bakers. 
They ſay they are apart of Phyſick ; of the Mechanical part of it they are, but 
not of the Science-of Phyſick, of. which they are no more a part, than thoſe 
that can make Sage Poſſet-Drink, and Mace Ale, | 

The fourth thing they pretend co, is, That 133009 Families receive advantage 
by their undiſturb'd Attendance, as if no Body had to do'in thele Families but. 
themſelves ; whereas they moſt lamentably complain that the Qzacks take moſt. 
of their Buſineſs from them ; and ?tis. true in Fatt, that the Face of the Poor 
being grinded by their Excortion in their Bills, which they are not able to pay, 
generally apply themſelves to the Quacks, | | 

A fifth thing by them openly pleaded, was, That they muſt needs have as great 
Skill as any Phyſician ; for the Phyſician has only his own Preſcriptions, whereas 
they ſee thoſe of moſt of the beſt and learned'ſt Phyſiczans, and fo get great Ex- 
perience. Indeed had they any true Foundation in the grounds of Phylick, did 
they underſtand the true natural Philoſophy Anatomy, the Seat of Diſeaſes, with 
their Symptoms, and the Reaſons of them, this might be of Advantage to them, 
as it is to the Toung Phyſicians, who improve themſelves in the Univerſities, in their 
Travels, and here in Town, by viſiting Hoſpitals; conſulting the Files, and fre- 
quenting the company of the moſt eminent PraQiiſers : But they wanting this 
Foundation, the Argument is juſt as true, as if the Clerk of: the Texzple Church 
ſhould declare, that he muſt needs be a better Divine than the Learned Maſter, 
Dr Sherlock; for Dr. Sherlock only knows what hitnſelf knows, and hears him- 


>, felf preach ; but he the Clerk hears both him and all che Eminent Divines that 


\ uſually preach to thoſe Ingenious Societies ; and that upon moſt Subje&s and 
'/Caſes in Divinky,; and therefore he muſt needs be the greater Theologue of 
the two. lt is tedious to po theſe Gentlemen in the reſt of their very pre- 
{umptuous Allegations. In ſhort, what they pretend, is Charity, unwearied 
diligence to the Sick, and Publick Good, like generous and diſintereſted Men; 
whereas pull off the Mask, and you'll find a Liberty of PraQtice is all they 
aim at ; the reſt is Sham and Banter: And indeed the only way to make that 
plauſible Pretence of theirs real Charity, was to find out ſome means to regulate 
their unreaſonable Bills, which are both burtheaſom eo the Rich, and ruinous 
tothe Poor ; which may eaſily be done, by giving the Preſident and Cenſors of 
the Colledpe of Phyſicians power to tax them, or by ſome other methods the Par- 
liament ſhall think more fitting, according to the cuſtom of other Foreiga Coun» 
tries. It is hoped, for the encouragement of the Science of Phyfick, and for the 
ſake of their Younger Sons, ( many of which may have a Subſiſtence from this 
Faculty ) the Parliament will not think fit to give them this their dear Liberty 
of PraQice, the very Dzans of all their Hopes.

Names, that Adeprs hare given or ſent them, ſome of their Medicine, which themſelves have made Tryal 
of, and found effectual. This prevents the objection of falſe Reporrs and deceirful Projections: Ir is 
not ſtrange thar if there be ſuch an Arr as thar of rhe Adepts, it ſhould often be pretended ro by Impo- 
ſtors; but ir were wonderful if Men of Reputation and Honour did all combine in a vain, unprofitable 
and abominable Lie. Beſides, ſome extraordinary Cures, of Deſperate Diſeaſes, are recorded, by ſe- 
yeral Aurhors thar never pretended to be Adepts, to have been wrought by that Medicine almoſt ſud- 
denly, in a day or two, ſorhat the Patients, not only Bed-ri&bur-in-n-manner given over, in thar lir- 
tle time recovered both their Health, and their Strength and Vigour For the reaſonableneſs of this 
Art, I muſt refer to the Learned and excellent Difſertarion bf Gafto Clavents,: htly intituled 4pologia 
Argyropeice & Chryſopoeie, which is the Firſt TraCtate of rhe Second Vohums ofcithe Lacie Theater. 

HI. All this ſurely warrants the Confideration of the Metvs expedient,-and neceſſary, to invite Adeprs 
to appear, and be beneficial in a Nation. To that end it is credible no more is requiſite, than to make 
ſufficient provifion for their Prorection and the aſſuring of rheir Liberty, -and ro allow 'em to make 
uſe of a certain quantity of their Gold and Silver for their Maintenance and other Occaſions.

If then ſuch an ACt or the like, wasmade, whereby it were Enacted, Thar, (con- 
fidering thatThere has been of a long rime a Rumour of there being ſuch Men as Adepts, that, if there be, 
ir is juſt to prore& them ; and thar, however, it is fir ro do ſomerhing that may ſatisfy the Publick con- 
cerning this Matter, and demonſtrate the realiry or falſhood of the ſaid Rumour; ) if any Adept or Adepts 
appear before a Courr, Council, Committee or Commiſſigners named and ſpon. for that purpoſe, 
and declare his or their poſſeſling the Art and Medicine of Adepriſts, then, Firſt, his Perſon or their 
Perſons (as many as come) ſhall be Judged Sacred, they ſhall be protected in full Safety and entire Li- 
berty, and from that Moment allowed and provided with (ufficient Artendants, ro Guard their Perſons 
(where ever they go) and their Houſes both Night and Day, and Common Magiſtrates and Officers ſhall 
be directed and obliged ro prote&t them. Secondly, That each Adept ſhall be allowed ro get Minted, 
every year, at the Publick Mint, the worth of fifteen Thouſand Pounds Sterling, of his Gold and Silver, 
for his Occafions. And Thirdly, Thar all Adeprs, that are Strangers, ſhall be held 3pſo fafo as Naru- 
ralized, and ſhall enjoy all the Priviledges of Natives; under theſe following Condirions on the Adept's 
parts. 1. Thar they ſhall be ſubje&t ro the Laws of rhe Land. 2. Thar, in particular, their Gold and 
Silver ſhall ſuſtain all uſual Examens. 3. Thar they ſhall ger Minted ar the Publik Mint all the Gold 
and Silver that they ſhall diſpoſe of. 4. Thar cach Adepr yearly ſhall bave Minted and ſhall diſpoſe of 
no more than the mentioned quantity, worth fifteen Thoyſand Pounds Sterling of Gold or Silver, with- 
out a ſpecial Ac allowing of more. Ard, Laſtly, That each Adepr ſhall, for their Protectionandother 
Fayours of the Govetnment, as aforeſaid, Pay to ſuch Receivers and forſuch Uſes as ſhall be mention'd, 
yearly, the Sum of five Thouſand Pounds Sterling, beſides whar, by other Ads, they ſhall be allowed

mn Stock, towards every Expence which _ have declared neceflary 


for the Honour or Advancement of zheir Profeifion. And fince none of 
theſe Inconveniencies have- been of Conſequence enough to deſerve 
being particularly pointed out, we may venture to pronounce them n- 
confiderable, and unworthy the Attention and Redreſs of Parlament ; 
and the rather, as all of them put together, have not prevented the. 
Surgeons of London from carrying the Improvement of their Art, both 
in Speculation and Practice, to a greater Heightgthan has been done in 
any other Place or Nation. 

That the frequent Meetings of ingenious Men, and their free Com- 
munications on the Subje& of their Profeflion, may tend fo the Benefit 
of Mankind in general, and to the Honour of their Country in particular, 
15 not denied : But furely_ the Conſtitution of the vnited Company is 
na obſtacle to theſe laudable Purpoſes.

Inſtances of Separations of Companies, viz. that of the Feltmakers 
from the Haberdafhers in 1604, and that of the Ap:thecaries from 
che Grecers in 1617 ; bat both theſe were effefted by mutual Conſent, 
without the Intervention of Parkament ; and it may be proper to 
obſerve, that the Feltmakers miſcarried in a former Application for 
an excluſive Charter in 1576 for want of the Haberdaſhers Conſent.

Mr. Attorney General having inſerted in his Information (purſuant to the forementioned 
Order of the Lords) that no Surgeon ſhould ſet any Trepan, or do any other great Ope- 


ration in Surgery without the preſence of a Phyſician of the College ; the Surgeons ſuggeſted 


to the King, that no Do&tour would ſerve in his Majeſty*s Navy, and therefore there was a ne- 
ceſlity of their being ficenſed to practiſe Phyſick : bo 2's which, the Preſident called a College, 
and acquainted the Members with this ſuggeſtion of the Surgeons, deſiring to know the Fel- 
lows Reſolution, whether they would be content to be imployed on ſuch Occaſions ; to which 
anſwer was made, That divers of the Fellows of the ſaid College would be willing to under- 
take the ſaid Service, and particularly Doctour Hawley, Hamey, Goddard, Dawſon,  - 

(And indeed fo far have the Members of the College of Phyſicians been,upon ſuch occaſions, fro 


expreſſing their unwillingneſs to ſerve the King or Kingdom, that when they have received any 


Letters or Orders from their Superiours, to provide Phyſicians to ſerve the State,they haye moſt 


' readily and chearfully complied with thoſe Commands : as particularly when a Letter was ſent 
' from the Earl of Northumberland , An. 1640. to the Preſident of the College, to recommend 


Two of their Members to ſerve as Phyſicians to the Army ; He thereupon called a College, 
who made choice of two very able and Learned Phyſicians (Members of the ſaid Society) 
whom they recommended as fit Men for that Employment. One of which was the Eminent Dr. 
Cadyman. And tis notoriouſly known how readily and faithfully ſeveral Learned and Great 
Men (Fellows and Members of the College) feryed K. Ch. I. in the late unhappy Civil War ; 
as particularly that Ornament of his age, the Great Dr. Harvey, as likewiſe the Learned Dr. 
Edmund Smith, Sir Alexander Fraſier, Dr. Hinton, Dr, Charlton (the preſent Learned Prefi- 
dent of the College) Dr. Shore, Dr. Hoare, Sir Edward Greaves, and the eminently Learned 
Sir Ch. Scarburgh, who likewiſe attended the late King ( in the Dutch Expedition) when Lord 
High admiralat Sea, which Service Dr. Clerk, One of the Phyſicians in Ordinary to K. Ch. 1I. 
did likewiſe offer to undertake- Our Annals do likewiſe inform us, That when the Speaker of 
the Houſe of Commons did ſend his Letter to the Preſident of the College, to provide Three 
able Phyſicians for the Seryice of the Army, under the Command of the Earl of Eſex; He 
thereupon Summoned a College, who EleCted Dr. de Laune, and Dr. Sheaffe, (both Fellows 
of the ſaid College) who, :with the late Eminent Dr. Coxe, undertook that Service. - Dr, 
Whiſtler (late Pcetident of-the College) was likewiſe employed in the Service of the Army, and 
Navy, and in Attendance ypon an-Embaſſadour to the Swea;ſb Court ; As alfo Dr. Warner in the 
Service of the Army of K. Ch. 1I, and Dr, Lawrence at Tangier. 

And at preſent in the J1-;ſþ Expedition are employed in His Majeſty?s Service no leſs than Four 
Learned Phyſicians, viz. Dr. Lawrence, Smith, Dun, and Commins , beſides thoſe who are to 
attend His Majeſty's Sacred Perſon. And fo far have Phyſicians, both formerly and at preſent, 
been from expreſſing any backwardneſs to ferye their King and Country, that greatapplication 
hath been made by ſeveral Eminent Perſons in that Profeſſion to be received into the forementi- 
oned Service. And how ready ſeveral Eminent Members of the College were of late to take 
more than ordinary Care to provide the Drugs, to direct and inſpect the Remedies lately ſent 
to the Army in /relard, is notoriouſly known, But to return whence we digreſs?d.) 

The Surgeons having received the fore-mentioned Anſwer , they gave the College no fur- 
ther trouble till 1641. when the College exhibited a Bill to the Upper Houſe, againſt which 
Bill they put in their Petition, pretending that they had been from time to time much 
oppreſſed by the College of Phyſicians, Lqnden, &c. beſeeching their Lordſhips to ſtay pro- 
ceedings upon the ſaid Bill till their grievances bad been heard and determined. The Houſe 
of Lords hereupon ordered the Surgeons to bring in their Exceptions to the ſaid Bill, which

4. That the Surgeons in all times have ſerved the King and Commonwealth both by Sea 
and Land, and to that purpoſe His Majeſty hath conſtantly allowed to each Surgeon, Monies 
for Phyſical Remedies, for ſick and hurt perſons : And now by this Bill they ſhall be reſtrained 
£0 uſe their profeſſion in giving internal Remedies. 

5- That Surgeons are dayly employed in Voyages at Sea, and in the Service of Merchants, 
where there hath been uſed no Phyſicians; and if by this Bill they be reſtrained from admini- 
ſtring Phylick to their Patients here , they will be no way ableto perform the truſt repoſed in 
_ at Sea , whereby 1many of his Majefty*s Subjects mult periſh for want of experienced 

urgeons. | 

To theſe Exceptions exhibited by the Surgeons in their Petition againſt the College-Bill, the 
College returned the following Anſwer. | 

To the Firſt Exception, It is denied that it is any part of a Surgeon's profeſſion to admini- 
ſer Phyfick, or that it is allowed to them by any Act of Parliament, other than externally, nei- 
ther have any ancient or modern Writers (who were meerly Surgeons and not Phyſicians) ei- 
ther practiſed or appointed phyſical Remedies, as in the Exception is pretended. It will be 
granted, that Surgeons have de fafo prattiſed Phyſick, and thereupon the Abuſe was perceived, 
and remedied. But yet ſome able Surgeons being well ſeen in Phyſick have praCtiſed it, and 
have had the Allowance and Approbation of the College of Phyſicians for ſuch their doing, 
and others ſo qualified may have the like. He 

The Second, Third, Fourth and Fifth Exceptions are all of the nature of the firſt, 
and are but the ſame in Subſtance; for Anſwer to which, the Zhyſicians ſay, That this BiHl 
takes nothing from the Surgeons which was theirs before, nor prohibits them from doing any 
thing which by Law they might do before ; For it is not to make new Offenders or Offences, 
but to diſcover old ones; and therefore there is no fear by this Bill of debarring any Man to 
practiſe Phyfick either by Sea or Land, who are fit to praCtiſe itz and if he be not fit, there is 
no reaſon he ſhould praCtiſe it, it being of ſuch high concernment , that the Lives and Healths 
of the Kings Subjects ſhould not be put into the hands of ignorant and unskilful Perſons. 
And Surgeons have no reaſon to expect greater Priviledges in the praftiſing of Phyſick, than 
Phyſicians themſelves have, who are firſt to be allowed and approved by the College, before 
they can be ſuffered to prattiſe within Zordor, or ſeven Miles thereof. And in like manner, 
many Surgeons being allowed and approved by the College, practiſe the ſame; but otherwife, 
theyhave been from time to'time puniſht for practiſing Phyſick, not being firſt allowed and ap- 
proved by the College. 

Thus were the Afﬀairs managed betwixt the College of Phyſicians and Surgeons to the 
latter end of Faly, +641. at which time the Differences between King Charles the Firſt and 
the Long-Parliament grew ſo high,that all Aﬀairs of private concern were laid aſide, and ſo con- 
tinued, till God in his Providence reſtored King Charles the Second, who gave the College a 
large Patent,confirming their Former Priviledges, (granted by his Royal Predeceſlors) and giv- 
ing them ſeveral new ones. This animated the College, and encouraged them to put the Laws 
of the Kingdom in due execution againſt illiterate and illegal Prattiſers, among which Number 
were ſome of the Surgeons Company, who having by their improper and undue Adminiſtration 
of Phyſick, done much harm to the King's Subjects, were ſummoned before the Preſident and 
Cenfors, for their ignorant andillegal PraRice : which ſo much diſpleaſed the Perſons concerned, 
that they perſwaded ſeveral of that Body to join ina Petition to the Late Lord Chancellour a- 
gainſt the College ; wherein they complained of two Statutes of the ſaid College, which they 
judged prejudicial to their Intereſt, though made purſuant to the Laws of the Kingdom, and the 
Truſt thereby repoſed in the College of Phyſicians, for doing the ſame. Their Complaint to 
the Lord Chancellour was then judged ſo unreaſonable, that they were (after a ſhort Hearing) 
rejected. | 

When the College lately put in their Bill to the Houſe of Lords, for the better Regula- 
tion and Government of their own Society, they gave a trouble to that Right Honourable 
Houſe, by a Petition, which met with as little Favour in that Supreme Court of Juſtice, 
as their former had done, their Lordſhips finding that the College-Bill was ſo juſt and 
reaſonable, that nothing which could be offered by them, or other Adverſaries, was of moment 
enough to give it an Obltrution. And the truth is, there was litthe reaſon to favour this Pe- 
tition, being fraught with ſo many notorious Falſhoods, as particularly, that by ACt of Parlia- 
ment they were impowered to' practiſe Surgery in all its Parts (which Priviledge, by the Sta- 
tures of the Kingdom, belonged only to the Members of the College) That they never had any 
Dependance upon the College : That they had met with no Trouble from the College till of

late Years, &c. Wherefore *twas no Wonder thatthe Petitionets and Petition were ſo ſoon dif. |

Now the Priviledges the Surgeons deſire in the fore-mentioned Bill:, to be granted by Parli- 
ament, aredo unreaſonable (when conſidered) that we have juſt Cauſe to believe, that this Bill 
will meet with the ſame Fate their Two former Bills met withal in the Reign of King Fames the 
Firſt.” And the Reaſons which incline us to this Opinion are, becauſe the Priviledges which 
they deſire, are againſt both Law and Fuſtice. Againſt the Firſt, viz. Their Examining and Li- '

Favour or Aﬀection, and the College are obliged by their Statutes to give Licence to all ſuck 
(whether Surgeons or others) whom they ſhall find fit upon Examination. Againſt Fuſtice, 
Becauſe the Fellows of the College being all of them (by their Statutes) Doctours of Phyſick 
in Oxford or Cambridge, or incorporated in one of them, and having ſpent ſo much. time 
in ſtudy ( viz. twelye or fourteen Years) and been at the Expence of ſo much Money to 
obtain their Degrees, they cannot but be judged, by Vertue of their Education and Learn- 
ing, the moſt proper Judges of the Fitneſs of all Perſons to give internal Phyſick in Chirur- 
gical or any other Caſes. | | | 
And ſo ſenſible was the Legiſlative Power of the Kingdom hereof, that when they gave

This they attempted 
by promiſing their Aſſiſtance and Recommendation 
to ſuch Phy/iczans as ſhould oppoſe or deſert it, and in 
their Favour to ha in Buſineſs, and Intereſt all 
thoſe that adher'd firmly to it. To this end all their 
Engines were ſet to work to batter the Reputation of 
the Diſpcnſary Phyſicrans. They were in general repre- 
ſented as Men of no Buſineſs, Fortune, Learning, Skill, or 
Merit, and CharaQeriz'd in particular, as Super amnuated 
Diotards, Trifflers, Madmen, Sgfr, bleckheadr, Buffoons or 
Novices. To back theſe CharaGters *twas their Buſineſs 
to fnrge ſcandalous Stories of the ſeveral Diſpenſary 
Phyſicians, which were brought to the Club at the Crown 
Tavern behind the Exchange, their common Receptacle 
of Slander, to be lick'd into Shape, and ſlampt, be. 
fore they were to be handed about for current, and 
to be whiſper'd tenderly as what they were concern'd 
to hear, or deliver'd careleſly by way of Char, as com» 
mon News. Theſe things they hoped wou'd ſeldom 
come to the Ears of the Perſons immediately affe&ed 
by 'em, or if they did, that it wou'd be very difficult 
to trace *em back to their Authors, and impoſlible for 
'em to vindicate themſelves every where, where they 
had been aſpers'd. 

On the other hand the Conditions of the Apothecaries 
favour were eaſy, Railing at the Diſpenſary, Juſtifying 
the Apothecaries, and Writing long. Bills was all that was 
required. They could not expe& great Fame and Bu- 
ſineſs upon eaſier Terms, and therefore divers had not 
the Conſcience to hold out. This made 'em a Party a- 
mong the Phyſicians,who thought thoſe Fools, that made 
a ſcrup'e of purchaſing the Apethecarie's faviur at their 
Patients expence. Who thoſe are any Body may eaſily gueſs, 
by obſerving with what different AifeQions the.

But what is infinitely more valuable, and upon the 
ſcore of which the Sub(cribers can't deny any of their 
Patients the liberty of ſending their Bills ro the Di/- 
penſarics,they are ſure of having there the beft Med'cines, 
and thar their Bills ſhall be cruly and fairbfully made 
up; which in this geners/ Corruption and Sephiſtication of 
the. Shop Med*cines, and the inſufferable liberty, now 
commonly taken by the 4porhecaries, of ſubflituting one

* give their Advice gratis 20 all their Sick neighbouring Poor, when defa”d, within the City of 
, F onidan, or ſeven miles round. | | 

This Order was Carried to the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen, and by them 
communicated to their reſpetive Wards. | | 

But notwithſtanding the concurrence of the Lord Mayor and Court of Alder- 
men with the Phyſicians in ſo laudable a defign, theſe Charitable-Intentions were 
for a long time defeated by the Apothecaries, and by ſome others, that to gratifie them, 
made an Oblation to ?em of their own Honour and Conſciences, and the Lives o 
the Poor. 

For the Phyſicians having yet no other means to help and affift the Poor, than by 
their Advice and Care, their Preſcriptions muſt of neceflity come to the Apoche- 
caries to be made up, who exacted ſuch extravagant Prices for ſuch Medicines, as 
render'd the other's Charity ineffeual, and made numbers deſperately negligent 
of Advice, for fear of the Charge of an Aporhecary*s Bill. 

To remedy this Grievance, and keep unconſcionable Men from grinding the 


| Faces of the Poor, a Propofal was: made to the Apothecaries for ſerving the Poor 


at a certain moderate rate, to be' agreed upon between the - Phyſicians and them 
ſelves. Butrhey, who had always been us'd arbitrarily to tax'the neceflities of the 
People, haughtily reje&ted the motion, fearing perhaps that ſuch a Regulation (tho 
propogd only for the gratis Preſcriptions of Phyſicians) might diſcover their paſt,

Witneſs our hands.} But no ſooner had the reſt notice of it, but a Hall 
was call'd, and the Apothecaries thus ſubſcribing, partly by reproaches and partly 
by menaces, ſo far intimidated, as to retrat their Promiſe given under their hands, 
and deſert the charitable defign they had been prevail'd upon to enter into. 
Hereupon a Propoſal was ſtarted by a Committee of the City to the Committee ' 
of the College , that the College ſhou'd: furniſh the Med'cines for the Poor, and 


* perfe&alone that Charity, which the Apothecaries refus'd to concur in; and after 
| divers methods ineffeually tryed, and much time vainly ſpent in endeavouring to 


bring the Apothecacies to terms of Reaſon in relation to the Poor,an Inſtrument was 
fubſcrib'd by divers charitably diſpos'd Members of theCollege, now in numberabove 
fifry, wherein they obliged themſelves to pay ten' pounds apiece towards the pre- 
paring, and delivering Med'cines to the Poor at the intrinſick value.

ſcriptions have been already made up, and deliver'd out,to the great relief of thePoor.

2dly, That the Med'cines which they take, are faithfully made up, according to - 
the Preſcription of their do es | 


zdly, That they know their expence, before they engage in it, and can't be im- 

'd upon in the Price of their Med'cines. 

4thly, That they have grazis the Advice of an able, approv d Phyſician, whoſe 
Any 7 warranted by the College of Phyſicians, and his Practice by the Laws of 
the Land. 

The daily experience which the Subſcribers have, of the ill Effe&s of bad Med'- 
eines, has obligd 'em to be very careful to provide againſt the miſchievous conſe - 
quences of ſuch Med'cines, if they ſhou'd creep into che Diſpenſary, which is the 
name of the Repoſitory of their Med'cines. To that end, two Gut of their number 
are choſen monthly to be Curators, whoſe peculiar buſineſs -it is to look after the 
Diſpenſation. of all Med'cines, to ſee the mixing of-the Drugs, and to examine nicely 
the goodneſs of 'em, and frequently to reviſe all Med'cines already made, and ſer 
aſide ſuch as they ſhall find to be in the leaſt decay'd. But tho it. be more peculiar- 
ly the care of theſe Curazors to look after the Diſpenſation of all Med'cines, yer ic 
being an Article of ſuch importance to the lives aud health of their fellow Subje&s, 
few Med'cines are there diſpens'd, the Ingredients of which have not firſt been care- 
fully inſpeted, examind and approv'd by the greateſt part of the Subſcribers. 


"Tis evident that no Apotbecaries Shop can pretend to this exacneſs, ſince *tis im- - 


poflible for any of thoſe that maketheir own Med'cines, (who are not fifty out of 
ſo many hundreds within the Bills of Mortality) ſo. to calculate what their venc 
ſhall be, as ro make a quantity juſt ſufficient to anſwer the demands of their Cuſto- 
mers ; nor is there any reaſon (if we may meaſure their Conſcience in this cafe by 
their other dealings)to ſuſpet'em of ſo much honeſty as to throw away Drugs, 
which they can't vend, tho decay'd. But that they do not throw any ſuch away, 
may be demon(tratively prov'd. For 'tis notorious, that the Wholeſale Apothecaries, 
by whom the reſt are furniſh'd, make ſeveral forts as to Price and Goodnefſs, of the 
ſame Med'cine, the worft of which is call'd ſpl by the name of the Med'cine, ano- 
ther is call'd the better ſort, and a third the beſf, Now ler the world judge, -if thoſe, 
that for their gain induftriouſly make up bad Med'cines, will rob themſelves of che 
Profit of fuch as ſhall only accidentally Fo ſo. 

As for the Rerail Apothecarics, who huy of the Wholeſale, 'tis plain, that not 
making 'em themſelves they can't be afſur'd of the goodneſs of their Med'cines, But 
*tis vehemently to be ſuſpected, that they are ag of the contrary ; ſince the 
quantity of the ſort call'd ſimply by the ame made by the Wholeſale Apothecaries, 
very much exceeds the quantity of that, which they call the Bef, and demand the 
higheſt price for. Which is a ſtrong preſumption, that the worſt ſort, becauſe of 
| - lownefs of the price, is moſt call'd for by the Retail Apothecaries their Cu- 

omers. 

A ſecond advantage from the Diſpenſary is, that whatever is preſcribd for the Pati- 
ent, is faithfully made up there. Tis but too notorious. that the Apothecaries, 
when any Med'cine, which they have not in their Shops, happens to be preſcrib'd, 
cake the liberty of ſubſtituting ſomething elſe in the ſtead of ir ; fo that the Patienc 
is in ſuch a caſe cheated of his Fee, being by ſuch alterations denied the benefic gf 
his Phyſicians Judgment, which he paid for, and ſometimes of his Life, and the 
Phyſician of his Reputation by unskilful pernicious Changes. This can't happen ar 
the College, becauſe the perſon who makes up, and delivers the Med'cines out, is 
a Servant, and has no Intereſt beyond his Salary in the Office, and conſequently 
. no temptation to ſo vile a cheat; nor if he had, cou'd he paſs undiſcover'd, becauſe 
being conſtantly obliged to account for the quantity of any Med'cine delivered 
out, whether Simple or Compound, by Bills under the hands of Subſcribers, ſhou'd 
he vary from them, his accounts cou 'd not be adjuſted. Nor does he lie under any 
neceflity to do it, becauſe the Subſcribers knowing what they ſhould have occaſion 
for, have provided plentifully to anſwer all demands, every Subſcriber having a 
right to have ſuch Med'cines prepar'd there, as he knows he ſhall call for in his 
. Bills. | 

The caſe is quite otherwiſe with the Apothecary, he being often put upon it by 
the ſlenderneſs of his ſtock, which is generally furniſh'd only for his own practice, the 
beſt provided of 'em not affording two hundred different Med'cines, whereas the 
London Diſpenſatory alone contains about eleven hundred Galenica! Medicines on!y, be. 
ſides the vaſt variety of Chymical Med cines, that are now in uſe, and an almoſt in- 
finite number of Simples. Heis likewiſe frequently prompted by Avarice to ſub- 
ſtitute a cheap Med'cine for a dear one, ſuch as the inſide of Oyſter: ſhells fer Pearl, 
New England for Ruſſian Caſtor, Spaniſh Saffron, and even Turmerick for Engliſh Saf- 
fron, > 4 whereby the Patient is abusd in his body, as well as his Purſe. = all 

which 
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which Cheats they are the bolder, becauſe their practices are ſubmitted to the 
Inſpe&ion of none but their Servants and ſelves. | = 
The exorbitances of the Apothecaries Bills have been for a long time the 
moſt ſenſible, if not the greateſt Grievance to the people, The fore- 
mentioned abuſes were felt only in their confequences', while the parties 
aggrieved ap ag under mifſeries of which they ſeldom ſuſpeRed the true cauſe. 
But their Purſes complain'd loudly of intolerable exations, while every viſitation of 
kneſs was worſe to, 'em than a Land Tax. Tho chis might be patiently enough 
Bpported by the Rich, who were willing to purchaſe the recovery of their health 
at any rate ; yet it was a burthen under which the meaner Tradeſmen, their Servants, 
and the Poor groan'd exceedingly. And what made theſe impoſitions frequently more 
inſupportable was, that the charge was in many caſes one perſon's, and the dan 
another's; and he that felt none of the pain, was to pay for the relief ; and there- 
fore grudg'd the expence. 
' The Phyſicians had (as we have already oblerv'd) frequently offer'd to contribute 
their part toward the relief of ſuch indigent people; which Charity of theirs wasin 
great meaſure . fruſtrated by the . Apothecaries obſtinate refufal tro moderate their 
gains, tho with refpect to the poor only. In the fitting up therefore of the Labora- 
tory, and Diſpenſary at the College of Phyſicians, regard was chiefly had to themeaner 
ſort of Tradeſmen and their Apprentices,to Servants, and the poor, for whoſe benefit 
this Subſcription was enter'd into, the Subſcribers intending no advantage to them- 
ſelves by them, but the Merits of their Charity. 

For this purpoſe there are Servants conſtantly attending at the College to maks 
up all ſuch Bills as ſhall come from any Subſcriber, and to deliver 'em at the rates 
ſer upon 'em by the Phyſician that writes the Bill, which is done according to aBook 
of Rates delivered to each Subſcriber, apprizd by a Committee by themſelves ap- 
pointed for that purpoſe, at the intrinſick value, which by a modeſt computation is 
lower by fifteen Shillings in the pound Sterling, «than the ordinary demands.of the 
Apothecaries,, beſides their extraordinary Arts of fwelling a Bill. The price being 
ſet upon the Bill, ſecures the Patient, that he ſhall not be exacted upon by the Ser- 
yants, and likewiſe informshim, what his charge is like to be ; whereas by running 
on Tick with the Apothecary, he is engag'd inan expence which he can't compute, 
and frequently in a debt which he can't without ruine diſcharge. 

It muſt be confeſs'd, that, to come to a Par with the Diſpenſary in the rates of 
their Med'cines, the Apothecaries muſt give away their Profits, which wou'd ruine 
'em. But ſo much was neverdeſir'd of 'em ; it was propos d only, that they ſhou'd 
moderate their Gains, and by aſcertaining the rates of Med'cines for the uſe of the 
Poor, afſare 'em that they ſhou'd not be impos'd upon, which was with indignati- 
on and i}l manners rejeted by 'em. It is indeed expeRted, that they ſhou'd abate 
very much of their preſent exaQtions upon the Rich, as well as Poor ; and not pre- 
tend upon a Mechanick- Education, and a Stock of Fifty Pounds (which is more 
chan the intrinſick value of all the Med'cines and Drugs in moſt Apothecaries Shops 
in or about London, the other Furnitureof their Shops, as Pots, Glaſſes, &c. being'a 
dead Stock, which makes no returns, and requires daily reparation) to rival the 
Gains and Expences of the moſt confiderable of their Neighbours, that employ in 
Trade four, five, or ten thouſand pounds, that is, fourſcore, a hundred, or two 
tundred times their Stock, as moſt of 'em apparently do ; and all of 'era outfigure, 
and look with ſcorn upon their Neighbours, that employ ten, and twenty times 
their Stock. From hence, without a nice enquiry into particulars, it may be eaſily 
-ueſt what their Profits muſt be, that out of > poor a Stock can maintain ſo great 
Pride and Expence. 

But leaving the Apothecaries to rate their Bills as they think fit, the Subſcribers 
wiſh, that inſtead of taking the intrin/ick value of their Med'cines only, they cou'd 
afford to remit even that too. But that being a Charge too heavy for the Shoulders 
of a few private men, conſidering the vaſt numbers of Sick Poor (not receiv'd into 
the Hoſpitals, or taken care of by *em ) that want ſuch relief, the Subſcribers con- 
rent themſelves with this Eſſay, till the concurring Charity of others more able 
ſhall empower 'em to do more. | 

But that this Charity may be as compleat, as it lies in their power to make it, the 
Phyſicians ſubſcribing do every one of 'em ſeverally engage to give their Advice gra- 
fzs to all ſuch Poor, as ſhall apply to them at the places of their Habitation , and to 
viſit ſuch of them. as are not able to come to them, as often as need ſhall require, at 
their own dwellings. And further to encourage the Poor to reſort to 'em in their ne- 
- ceſlicies, two of *em do conſtantly every Wedneſday and Saturday in the afternoon ar- 

\ tend at the College of Phyſicians, to conſider, and adviſe upon the complaints of 
all ſuch Poor, as repair to 'em for advice. And they arg willing to do it ofrener, if 
it ſhall be thought neceſlary.

Upon the ſame pretence of good Husbandry for the Patient,” they wrought 
themſelves into the ſole care of ſuch ſlight;Indiſpoficions, as of courſe were likely to 
determine in a ſhort time without Medicine, which they failed not to improve in- 
ro terrible Diſeaſes, and mighty Cures, by Frighting the Sick, and thoſe about 'em 
with Malignity,and diſmal Prognoſticks.This gave*emTredit and authority cnough 
with the Patient, to cenſure the Bills of Phyſicians, that did nort' pleaſe *'em, and be- 
hind their Backs to deliver Opinions contrary, to theirs, .to do which requir'd no 
Judgment, a little ccaft ſufficing : For they had it in their Power in many caſes, to 
diſappoint the Phyſician in his Prognoſtick by balliying che Medicines preſcrib'd, 
a fault they knew how tro remedy for themſelves, or the favourite they help'd in, 
when the orher was diſmis'd) by making : ſame Bill truly and well.

This point once gain'd, no bounds cou'd hold 'em; there was nothing in P-4- 
&ice ſo bold, which they dare not venture at, nothing in Pharmacy ſo corru pt which 
they wou'd not admit, They were now rayon, and their Buſinefe was abroad, 
and the Boy at home, that ſcarce cou'd write his Name, was g00d enough for an 
Apothecary. But as this new Dignity was not to be ſupported without an extraordi- 
nary Expence, New Methods were to be Invented, to lay an additional Dury uport 
their Medicines, to be paid by their Cuffomers, now their Patichts.

Nor was this all : For the Patient was ſure not, only to pay extortion for what 
he had,but even for what he had not,while Ruſſian Caſter, Pearl,and Engliſh Saffron,&c.
